IN STATY QUO. 


The House of Refuge Muddle Stil] Un- 
settled and Bristol Holds On. 


The House of Refuge muddle is becoming 
as involved as a Chinese puszile. On the 
one hand, Isaac 8. Bristol, who was removed 
Tuesday from the office of Superintendent 


by the Board of Charity Commissioners, is 
pursuing the even tenor of his way as biiss- 
fully as if the board never existed. He has 
confided his .cause to Attorney Chester H. 
Krum, and the latter has decided that a 
writ of certiorari is the best means of put- 
ting a quietus on the Charity Commission- 
ers, 

The City Auditor has approved the vouch- 
ers for Mr. Bristol's salatfy and the House of 
Refuge expenses up to date, and Mayor Wal- 
bridge has not taken any action one way 
or the other as to Mr. Bristol's tenure. 

On the other hand City Counselor Marshall 
holds with the Charity Commissioners that 
Mr. Bristol ig no longer Superintendent and 
is a usurper in continuing in office. Sev- 
eral patriotg desirous of serving the munici- 
pality, agree with Mr. Marshall and the 
Charity Commissioners, for they have ap- 
plied to Mayor Waibridge for the vacancy. 
They have been filing applications since 
Wednesday. 

To add to the difficulties of the case there 
is no one at the House of Refuge upon 
whom Mr. Bristol’s mantle should fail until 
an appointment is made. . There is no such 

official as an assistant euperintendent, 
for there are only two ades of officers, 
Mr. Bristol being one and his subordinates 
another, 4 

Despite this state of affairs the boys and 
iris that have the city for a parent are 
ollowing the usual routine at their home 
down on Osage street, and there is no 
evidence that any of them have risen in 
rebellion against Mr. Bristol's rule. 

- The writ of certiorai is an order upon the 
Charity Commissioners to certify to the Cir- 
cuit Court a record of their proeeedings 
and actions with regard to Mr. Bristol. 
Attorney Krum’s application for the writ 
upon which he has been at work for two 
days, recites the action of the Board of 
Charity Commissioners, declares their find- 
ings to be null and void as being beyond 
their jurisdiction and asks the Circuit Court 
to intervene and review the case. 

By this process the whole question of the 
board’s jurisdiction, Mr. Bristol's tenure and 
the sufficiency of the evidence against him 
is raised.

the office if legal action will avail; in. fact 
he will go on the game as usual and ignore 
the course of the Charity Commissioners.

The Board of Charity Commissioners 
has not yet thought of enjoining the pay- 
ment of Mr. Bristol’s salary or of forcing 
him to pay rent for the city’s house that 
he occupies. In fact, the board has lapsed 
from a state of activity to one of passivity, 
and is lying on its oars. 

The members of the board are not fright- 
ened by the application for the writ of 
certiorari. When they are asked about it 
they thumb one of the volumes of Mis- 
souri decisions until they reach the case of 
Dr. Brennan against the Board of Health. 

In that case the Court of Appeals said: 

"The writ of certiorari brings up only 
the record and ean only reach defects or 
errors in the proceedings of the tribunal to 
which it is issued, which appear upon the 
face of the record and which go to the jur- 
isdiction of that tribunal. 

‘The evidence is no part of the record, 
and it is not the office of the writ to bring 
up the evidence for. review.”’ 

The Chany Gegmmissioners contend that 
their jurisdiction appears on the face of the 
record and therefore Mr, Bristol will get no 
relief from the Cirouit Court. 

Judge Krum filed the application at 1 
p.m, It was referred te Judge Valliant.

CONTEMPT OF FEDERAL COURTS. 


= —_ 


/ \ The bill reported from the Senate Com- 


mittee on Judiciary, defining contempt of 
Federal Courts and providing punishment 
for such contempt, needs amendment. In 
eo far as it allows a witness to be con- 
fronted by his accusers, to answer the 
accusation and to take an appeal to the 
Supreme Court, the bill is just and fair. 
But in allowing the court discretion to re- 
fuse the accused a jury trial, the bill is 
unjust and unconstitutional. 

The bill treats contempt of Federal 
Courts asacrime. ‘It allows such testi- 
mony as can be produced in criminal 
Cases. If the judge chooses, the accused 

ay have a jury “as in any criminal 
case."” He-is to be punished as a crim- 
inal, unless he can purge himself of the 
contempt. Yet this constitutional right 
of trial by jury is subject to the whim or 
discretion of the judge alone. 

Under this bill, Federal Courts have it 
fn their power to prohibit the doing of 
something, by injunction, which is not in 
itself criminal. They can then, through 
“contempt” proceedings, place the accused 
in the position of a criminal, subject to 
punishment as a criminal, yet without the 
criminal’s constitutional jury right, ex-

LOOK TO THE DELEGATES. 


The suggestion ofthe Post-Dispatch 
that the Democrats of the several States 
should choase for their delegates to Chi- 
cago their ablest and best known men 
Was carried out to the letter in Missis- 
sippi on Wednesday. The two United 
States Senators, together with Serrator- 
elect Money and the Governor of the 
State, were chosen delegates-at-large, 
and the district delegates are representa- 
tive men. 

What was done at the Michigan State 
Convention this week shows how vitally 
important is the selection of delegates.

The. favorite 
device of the corruptionists was to in- 
duce delegates elected as free silver men 
to give proxies to men who pretended 
to favor free silver, but who voted 
against it whenever a vote was taken. 
Alternates were also ‘‘persuaded” to be- 
lieve, or to pretend to believe, that in- 
structions given to delegates were not 
binding upon alternates. 
These same tricks will be tried at Chi- 
cago, re-enforced by more powerful ‘“‘in- 
fluence” and nrore abundant money than 
sufficed for the dastardly work in Mich- 
igan. The only safety of the free silver 
men against such schemes lies in the 
election of men as delegates who cannot 
be bulldozed or bought. 


TAYLOR'S INNOCENCE IMPROBABLE. 


Of the hundreds who heard the testi- 
mony in the trials of Wm. P. Taylor, 
hanged at Carrollton Thursday for the 
murder of the Meeks family, and of the 
thousands who read it in the newspapers, 
there will be a number in whose minds 
doubt as to the guilt.of the executed erim- 
inal will lodge. This doubt will be in- 
tensified when they read the graphic de- 
scriptions of the bright young corre- 
spondents telling how gamely he met 
death, how devoutly he received the con- 
solations of religion in the shadow of the 
scaffold, and how he wrote statements 
solemnly protesting his innocence and 
forgiving his enemies a few hours before 
he died. 

But in the arithmetic of probabilities 
there is little room for such a doubt. In 
the two jury trials of the Taylors and the 
searching review thereof by the Supreme 
Court in which the prisoners were repre- 
sented by the ablest counsel that money 
could hire, the element of a reasonable 
doubt of the guilt of the accused was at 
no time legally established. 

A man who could deliberately plan and 
commit a murder so atrocious as that of 
the Meeks family would be more likely to 
feign indifference to death on the scaffold 
than otherwise. To the murderer lying 
is easy and hypocrisy is a welcome ex- 
pedient. 

Besides, in Bill Taylor’s case an admis- 
sidn of guilt would make death all the 
yBurer for his fugitive brother, in the 
event of his capture. 


ALTGELD UNMASKS HOPKINS. 


Governor Altgeld, in a characteristic 
interview, unmasks John P. Hopkins, who 
is managing the Cleveland scheme to dis- 
rupt the Democratic party in Illinois. In 
a few trenchant sentences the Governor

LABOR’S DEMANDS. 


Various Crafts and Unions Pushing the 
Kight-Hour Mevement ia St. Louis. 


The movement decided upon by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor for a general eight- 
hour day all over the United States began 
to-day in most large cities of the country. 

St. Louls was one of the few exceptions. 

The crafts seletted by the Federation to 
inaugurate the movement were the carpen- 


ters and horseshoers. In St. Louis the car- 
penters had long since secured the eight- 
hour concession, A demand fronr the jour- 
neymen horseshoers in St. Louis for eight 
eons was anticipated, but it will not be 
made. 

A short time ago a conference committee, 
appointed by the journeymen horseshoers 
and by the Executive Board of the Master 
Horseshoers’ Union, met on the su t of 
the eight-hour day. It was demonstrated 
to the journeymen that an eight-hour move- 
ment in St. Louls would be unwise at pres- 
ent, owing to the depression in business. 
In addition to this, when the oers 
struck two years ago for an eight-hour day 
a compromise was effected whereby they 
were accorded a nine-hour day inatead of 
the previous one of ten hours, with eight 
hours’ work on. Saturdays. They consid- 
ered their condition favorable, therefore, 
and decided not to avail themselves of the 
privilege granted by the Federation of en- 
tering upon an eight-hour strike. 

“In view of these circumstances,” said 
John Maher, a member of the Horseshoers’ 
Union, Friday, “we have decided to take 
no a in the general movement, at least 
at present. We think ourselves pretty well

The Supreme Court Friday morning de- 
cided that the Bus faction of the St. Louis 
School Board can not control the election 
of members of the board absolutely. 

A peremptory writ of mandamus was is- 
sued, compelling the board to rescind all 


appointments of judges and clerks for the 
election in the Tenth District next Tues- 
day, and to appoint new judges and clerks, 
of whom onc-half shall be Democrats. 

A telegram announcing the decision was 
received Friday by Attorney Charlea T. 
Noland, who, with R. B. Haughton, ap- 
plied for the writ of mandamus on behalf 
of John P. Kelleher, Democratic candidate. 
‘The decision handed down by Judge Gault 
in Division No. 2, directed the board to 
meet on Saturday and take action in ac- 
cordance with the writ. This evening 
copies of the writ will be served upon mem- 
bers of the board by Deputy Clerk W. D. 
Fisher of the Supreme Court, nowy on his 
way to St. Louis. 
here are fourteen polling places in the 
Tenth District, and there will be forty-two 
judges and clerks of election. Under the 
decision the Board will have to appoint 
forty-two new judges and clerks, naming 
Sa. beng Democrats and twenty-one Re- 
pubficans. 
Atorney Noland stated that he considered 
the decision of-the utmost importance, not 
only in the particular matter now in hand, 
but as a guard against future malfeasance 
on the part of the Bus faction. The Su- 

reme Court had declared that there had 
toca an attempt on the part of the Busites 
to deprive voters of a fair election. 

The dccision is the first set-back the, 
Busites have encountéred in their conspir- 
acy to rule the scho in the spoils sys- 
tem.

$t. Leuis National Resented the 
Commercial’s Treatment. 


BOTH WILL GO IT ALONE. 


The St. Louis’ Directery Was Complete- 
ly Ignered in the New Charter Ob- 
tained by the Commercial. 


As exclusively announced in Thursday’s 
Post-Dispatch, all negotiations looking to 
the consolidation of the St. Louls National 
with the Commercial Bank have been de- 
clared off. 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the St. Louls National Thursday afternoon 
the long-delayed consolidation was brought 
up anda resolution was unanimously passed 
declaring that all negotiations should be 


called off and the project of consolidation 
permanently dropped. 

The officers of the St. Louls National will 
for the move, 
merely stating that they could see no benefit 
to their bank in the consolidation. 

They say that since they have been nego- 
tiating they have lost some of their cus- 
tomers who did not care to place their ac- 


.counts under the control in the new bank 
“of men with whom they had hitherto had 


no dealings. 
It was therefore decided to drop the mat- 


ter and to at once notify all of the custom- 


ers of the St. Louis Nattfonal that it would | 
be continued as before. 


These are the ostensible facts. The real 
facts, as jlearned from an inside source, are 
e@bout as follows: 

Mr. Nichols, having received consent to 
the consolidation from the Gould interests 
represented in both banks, set about the 
preliminary work in a most energetic man- 
ner. 

The new bank, in accordance with his 
wishes, was to be known as the Com- 
mercial-National. Likewise, every other de- 
tailgwas in accord with his ideas. His 
c jer’ and his employes were to be re- 

ned and his stockholders were to re- 


J” ceive two-thirds of the stock in the ap- 


ortionment. 
All of this was agreed to without protest 


on the part of the St. Louis National in- 
terests. ? 

Mr. Nichols then became so confident of 
‘the consolidation that in his mind’s eye he 
saw himself installed in the building of the 
St. Louis National on Broadway. He pict- 
ured himself occupying President Louis C, 
Nelson’s desk. He began making frequent 
visite to the St. Louis National building. 
In the most unconcerned way he would 
drop in and without saying anything to 
the officers, would saunter behind the coun- 
ters, take a peep into the big vault, open 
the cages of the tellers and look over the 
books and otherwise evince a feeling of pro- 


prietorship. 


The officers of the St. Louls National did 
not like this, but they said nothing until a 
few days sincé, when it was announced that 
Mr. Nichols had secured a charter for the 
new national bank.

VETERAN YOIGT CARED FOR
